
Grant Town Board Meeting 

March 6, 2023 

Grant Town Hall – 7:00 p.m. 

 

The monthly meeting of the Grant Town Board was held on Monday, March 6, 2023 at the 

Grant Town Hall. Roll call: Richard Britzke, Dale Klitz, Bill Bowers, Rick Grunewald, and Sarah 

Knaup. Three residents and two guests were in attendance. 

The agenda was published in The Marion Advertiser on March 1, 2023. A motion was 

made by Klitz/Bowers to approve the agenda. Motion carried. 

A motion was made by Bowers/Britzke to approve the minutes of the February town board 

meeting. Motion carried. 

 

Public Comments: A question was asked about seal coating a driveway. 

 

County Supervisor Update: Arlyn Tober reported that there was not much going on at the county 

level, and that the county meetings have been pretty quiet. Jerry Erdmann reported that the county 

board approved a 4-H Camp and a shooting event to be held at the Crawford Center. He also 

reported that the Sheriff’s Department had extra radios available to local fire departments, and that 

the remodel to the dispatch center was complete.

Plan Commission & Zoning – Kauffman Zone Change: A motion was made by Bowers/Britzke to 

approve the zone change request for Chester Kauffman. Motion carried. Next meeting for the Plan 

Commission will be April 3rd at 3:00 pm. 

  

Annual Meeting Date: The Town of Grant annual meeting will be on April 18th at 7:00 pm at the 

Grant Town Hall. Food and refreshments will be served at the annual meeting. 

 

Garbage Collection: The town accepted the bid from GFL Environmental, effective June 1st, 2023. 

Harter’s Fox Valley Disposal will continue to collect garbage until the end of their contract, which 

is May 31st, 2023. Harter’s will pick-up their bins and GFL Environmental will deliver their bins 

to residents.
